metto plan or possible modifica- 
tions and the inability to obtain 
any other satisfactory insurance 
company carricr. 

Mr. Hutchinson also said that 
with the final ruling of the United 
Siates Supreme Court upon pend- 
ing cases, following the hearing in 
October, an effort may be made 
to renew insurance service, de- 
pendent entirely upon the views 
of the court upon the master con- 
tract idea involved and _ local 
agency restrictions in the various 
states. 

He expressed the belief that in 
the event of a decision favorable 
to the Chrysler company insur- 
ance companies will not show re- 
luctance to enter into such an ar- 
rangement as at present.

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TIMERS AND COILS 
NOT AUTO PARTS 


Important Decision 
Handed Down by 
Court of Claims 


Special from A, D, N, Washington Bureau 

Washington, ioe 23.—Timers 

and coils are not automobile 
parts within the meaning of a 
section of the revenue acts of 

1918 and 1921 because, like 
spark plugs, they are “not spe- 
sially designed, nor primarily 
adapted only f0Or use on auto- 

mobiles, but are used on all in- 
ternal combustion engines.” 

This important decision. was 
handed down today by the United 
States Court of Claims in uphold- 
ing the petition of the Atwater 
Kent Manufacturing Company for 
a refund. 

The court held that where 
ticles are applicable for use 
different kinds of machines and 
are just as applicable to the one 
use as the other, they are not dis- 
tinctively parts of automobiles so 
as to be taxable under Section 900 
of the internal revenue law. 

In the revenue acts of 1918 and 
1921 an excise tax of 5 per cent 
was levied on “tires, inner tubes, 
parts and accessories” for the use 
of automobiles and automobile 
trucks. The revenue act of 1924 
reduced the tax to 2% per cent., 
while the new law, enacted last 
February, eliminated the: tax on 
these articles. 

“If the principle applied to spark 
plugs, which were held not be 
parts, be applied to timers and 
coils the plaintiff is entitled to a 
judgment,” the decision states,

P. S.).—An automobile insurance 
rate war is going on in Canada, 
which promises to be distinctly bad 
for the business.

Bismarck, N. D., June 23.—. 
The auto owners of North Da- 
kota pay less in taxes than their 
brothers in every other state in 
the entire country, if one in- 
cludes in the computation auto 
license fees, the gasoline tax and 
the personal property tax which 
some states levy in addition, but 
not North Dakota, according to 
figures announced by the State 
Highway Department. 

In 1925 the average auto license 
fee for the whole country was 
$13.06, which was ascertained by 
dividing the total amount received 
as license fees by the number of 
ears and trucks registered. On the 
other hand, the average fee for this 
state was $7.47, or about 57 per 
cent. of the country’s average, 

Only five other states have a 
lower auto license fee than North 
Dakota. They are Arizona $5.96, 
California $5.42, Colorado $5.95, 
Indiana $6.41 and Utah $6.12, but 
each one of these states also taxes 
automobiles as personal property 
which if added to the auto fee 
would make the amount consid- 
erably higher than that for North 
Dakota which does not tax cars 
as personal property because the 


all other taxes—state, county and 
city. 

Eleven states, North Dakota in- 
cluded, do not tax cars as personal 
property and only levy a license 
fee, but such fees are from 30 to 
200 per cent. higher than those 
of this state. The average fee for 
these states is: Delaware $16.95, 
Iraho $14.63, Iowa $14.77, Michi- 
gan $14.68, Minnesota $17.01, New 
Hampshire $21.30, New York $15.- 
69, Oklahoma $10.70, Oregon $24.- 
79, Pennsylvania $16.48 South 
Dakota $14.55 and Vermont $21.51. 
North Dakotans with $7.47 fare 
much better than their neighbors 
in Minnesota, South Dakota and 
Montana, which has a fee of $9.66 
in addition to the personal 
property tax. Oregon has the 
largest average license fee for the 
entire country.

The laws in many states are con- 
tradictory. In Illinois one must 
dim his lights on the approach of 
a car from the opposite direction. 
In Wisconsin the law calls for 
bright lights on such an occasion. 

Speed regulations vary in every 
community, and the motorist, with 
the best of intentions, is liable at 
any moment to find himself in 
violation of some local law. These 
laws spring up like mushrooms 
and are liable to change with the 
phases of the moon. As no ad- 
vance information is available, the 
motorist drives into them blin@e 
folded. 

Unfortunately, in many com- 
munities which ought to give the 
motorist a better deal, the speed 
ordinance is nothing more nor less 
than a speed trap set by some ava- 
ricious country constable. The 
victim, despite the evidence of his 
speedometer, is invariably in the 
wrong, and has about as much 
chance before the tank-town jus- 
tice as a man in the New York 
subway with a pocket full of eggs. 
This contemptible practice of 
“shaking down” the motorist could 
be eliminated, once a uniform code 
was established. 

Others come to grief because 
they have left their license certifi- 
cates at home; because their head- 
light lenses fail to conform with 
local regulations; because their tail 
lights are red instead of green or 
blue. Or their license plates are 
perhaps an inch too near the 
ground, or there is no mirror at- 
tached to their car. Or they drive 
the wrong way in a one-way traf- 
fic street, or park in the wrong 
place, or make a left turn where 
they shouldn’t—or commit some 
other atrocious act of lese majesty. 

It would require the proverbial 

Philadelphia lawyer to familiar- 
ize himself with all the existing 
statutes relating to the speed of 
vehicles, the weight of vehicles, 
the width of tires, headlight and 
tail light requirements, parking 
regulations and reciprocity. 

Several of the Eastern states are 
particularly strict in the matter of 
fining non-resident tourists who 
fail to take out a license when 
overstaying their limit. Some 





WENTY-four states already have laws compelling a 

certificate of title to pass with every motor vehicle sold. 
The National Automobile Chamber of Commerce has gone 
strongly on record as favoring legislation of this kind to 
help prevent automobile thefts. 

Maryland and Michigan both recently enacted a title 
law to cover automobile sales and as a result thefts have 
been reduced by 50 per cent.
